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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Bain on May 8, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 88, lines 10-11, delete "the overlap being confined within an arc of 
approximately one radian about the longitudinal axis, or less,". 
Claim 108, delete claim. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon reconsideration, Examiner agrees that neither Botcharoff nor McMillan nor 
Hayes or Nelson teaches two cylindrical enclosures that encloses a UV lamp and 
rotates with respect to the one another to emit a controlled amount of radiation through 
a window in each enclosure that overlaps, and that the reference of Meeks does not 
teach an enclosure for a UV lamp. Thus, the prior art fails to teach or suggest two 
cylindrical housings that are coaxial and that enclose an ozone-producing UV lamp and 
provide a non-linear overlap by rotating one cylindrical housing with respect to the other

cylindrical housing via a handle (i.e. extension with a knob), and that is mounted in a 
HVAC system. 

Moreover, while Leighley (20010042842) discloses a UV lamp enclosed in a 
cylindrical housing with a cover that rotates to allow the radiation to be emitted (see 
Figures 9-11), Leighley ('842) does not teach that both the housing and the cover are in 
the form of a cylinder, where each possesses a window that overlaps, or that the 
overlap is in the tapered form, or that the overlap is effected via an extension/a knob. In 
addition Leighley ('842) does not teach a forced air type HVAC system that incorporates 
above components.
